COURIER BRINGS 
NEWS. 


Tells of Life Loss and Property Dam- 
age at New Orleans. 


New Orleans, Sept. 30.—(By courier to 
Baton Rouge, 
La., 
Oct. 1.)—Nineteen 
known dead, probably 200 injured and 
damage to buildings, wire circuits, rail- 
roads, shipping and other property in 
New Orleans and vicinity estimate at 
several million dollars, was the toll ex- 
acted by a hurricane which swept tne 
city Wednesday and was conceded to 
have been the worst ever experienced in 
Jiis section. 
These figures were com- 
piled here late today. 
Of the known 
dead ten were white and nine were ne- 
groes. The dead:

Fear Widespread Damage. 
That the storm caused heavy property 
loss and possibly 
many 
casualties in 
«outhcrn Louisiana as far west as Mor- 
gan City, and especially near Houma, 
was the fear expressed by many here. 


Rumors last night, originating from 
sources south and southwest of here, in- 
dicated the loss of life would be heavy, 
the unverified death list growing rap- 
idly. . 


Railroad men arriving from Morgan 
City reported no loss of life at that 
place, birt declared the damage was seri- 
ous. 
The hurricane struck that point 
late Wednesday night. From indications 
the full force of the storm apparently 
swept over the neighborhood of Houraa, 
a city of 5,000 inhabitants, and as the 
country 
is 
low 
land, 
it was 
feared 
that section suffered more severely than 
any other. 
St. Bernard, adjoining New 
Orleans parish, was flooded by a tidal 
wave to a depth of from two to eiglit 
feet in the lower section of the parish, 
couriers arriving here today reported. 


Crops Totally Destroyed. 
The property loss was heavy. 
Crops 
throughout tho district visited by the 
hurricane were almost totally destroy- 
ed, it was reported. Fears were also felt 
for the safety of residents along both 
banks of the Mississippi south of here. 
The last word from the section around 
the mouth of the river came today in a 
wireless message from the steamer Cre- 
ole, anchored off Fort St. Phillip. 
Cap- 
tain Jacobs reported that the water was 
flowing^ over the levees and that many 
houses along the banks had been swept 
away. 
It was presumed from this re- 
port that a number of dwellers in the^e 
nouse had lost 
their 
lives. 
Captain 
Jacobs denied that two members of the 
Creole's crew had been drowned or that 
he had seen bodies floating down the 
river. . 


Captain Menges and three ipembers 
of the crew of the tug Corsair were 
drowned in the Mississippi off Nine Mile 
point when the Corsair and,three fleets 
of barges sank while the storm was at 
its height last liight. 
These fleets in- 
cluded more than two himdred barges 
loaded with coal valued at $1,500,000. 


Clearing Away Debris. 
The clearing of debris from the streets 
has begun and it is expected the city 
will begin to assume a normal aspfect 
tomorrow. 
The street car service vir- 
tually was suspended until after noon 
today. 
Considering the terrific force 
of the hurricane and that it practically 
was continuous for several hours, it was 
felt that New Orleans was 
fortunate 
to have escaped with so few casualties 
and the damage it suffered. 
A section 
in the western part of the city about 
thirty blocixs long and fifteen wide was 
flooded tenia y from one to four feet deep. 


During the storm the Avater 
flowed 
through most of the streets in small 
rivers. 


Mayor Behrman today issued a state- 
ment declaring the city had no need of 
outside 
assistance. 
He 
believed 
tlie 
property loss in the city and environs 
would 
reach 
several 
million 
dollars. 
Eleven small craft sank in the harbor 
here during the storm and sL^ steam- 
ships were damaged. 


The bark Helena sank and two mem- 
bers of the crew were drowned. 
The 
United States converted j acht Stranger, 
assigned to tho Louisiana naval militia, 
Mas rammed by the huge dry dock at 
the naval station and went to the bot- 
tom. 
The gunboat Petrel Avas in the 
dry dock at the time. The monitor Am- 
phitrite was driven aground. 


No Wire Communication. 
There was no 
wire 
communication 
with the outside world throughout the 
day but brief'radio messages telling of 
the city's condition were sent to Mobile 
througlV the 
wireless 
steamship 
Ex- 
cclsior. 
Passengers from Lake Cliarlcs, 
Jlorgan City, and Baton Rouge tonight 
reported tliat all telegraph poles and 


lines foF-miles are down and direct com- 
mimication will be impossible for sev- 
eral days. 
The cotton and other ex- 
changes remained closed today. 
Prices 
on the local cotton exchange yesterday 
closed with a loss of $5 a bale under 
pressure which started on the bear side 
and extended to frightened longs. 


The Illinois Centra», Southern Pacific, 
Texas & Pacific and the Frisco railways 
started trains out of New Orleans to- 
day and tho other railroads sent work 
trains.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—^"Semen- 
dria, whore the sliells troni A\istro-Gei-- 
man batteries fell in preparation for the 
Teutonic drive toward the Golden Horn, 
is one of the first commercial towns in 
Servia," says a war primer just issued 
by the National 
Geographic 
society. 
'Servia is an agricultural country. Pig.i 
and grains are its ranking exports, and 
the greater part of the Servian export 
in pigs, and almost all of its export in 
cereals, passed 
througli Semendria 
in 
peace times. 
Its trade has been done 
chiefly 
with 
Vienna 
and 
Budapest. 
Among its exports are a superior white 
graj)e and a delicious wine. 


••There is an interesting tradition con- 
nected with the grapes of Semendria. It 
s told that the Servian Prince (ieorge 
Brankovich brought cuttings 
of 
the 
g^ary, when he became tlic lord of Tokiiy 
them upon his sunny estates in Hun- 
ary. when he became the lord of Tokay 
tiifre. 
This ti-ansplanting of the Ser- 
ial) grapes took place in the fifteenth 
century, iind it is from these importe<l 
vines that Hungary's 
famous, 
spicy 
white wine, Tokay, came. 
Thus, the 
little Servian city is the great ancestor 
of the Magyars' best known 
product, 
ttie tiery, aromatic glass from Hungary 
which is prized by connoisseurs 
the 
world 
around. 


"Semendria lies upon tlie Danube, be- 
twerji Belgrade and t'lo Iron (iates. 
It 
is di.slant about .30 miles southeast from 
tlie Servian capital. 
It is said to stand 
upon the site of the Koman town Nona 
Aureus, and legend has it that its 
famous grape 
^ ines 
were planted by 
the Koman emperor Probus. 
Therefrom 
it may be seen that the royal wine had 
an Jmperial beginning, and the perfect 
jirofluct of today can boast a long and 
glorious past. 


"At oih; time, a powerful 
fortress 
guarded the approach to the city. 
It 
was a thick-walled, triangular structure, 
said to have been built in 1430, and for 
a long time it w-as the distinguishing 
feature of the small place and the river 
cri)ssing which it guarded. 
Semendria 
has been under attack several times in 
the course of its history, and one bat- 
tic of great importance look place here 
in 1411, when the Turks forced a pas- 
sage into Hungary through a Danube 
choked with the bodies of the heroic 
Magyar defenders. 


"Semendria has often been a favored 
residence of the Servian ruler, and from 
14,30 to 1459 it was the capital of the 
state. The town has ii picturesque set- 
ting upon the broad river, here narrow- 
ing for its passage of the Iron Gates 
just below it. The country around it is 
broken and wooded. The population is 
about 
7. ">00, 
and. 
despite 
a 
thriving wine 
production and an ex- 
panding commerce, this population has 
remained about the same through the 
last score of years. 
The port has a 
branch line connecting it with the Bel- 
grade-Xish railway, the main products' 
artery in the co\:ntry. 
Its rugged old 
triangular fortress still stands, the most 
interesting architectural feature in the 
city, and its twenty-four square towers 
are sentinels of Semendria today as in 
the days of George Brankovich, 'father 
of Tokay Avine,' who built them. The 
fortress was built on the model of th» 
Constantinople walls."

LABOR LEADER ISSUES ANOTHER STATE 


MENT. 


Another statement was issued Thurs- 
day by Clayton H. Johnson, secretary 
of the organizing committee, of the Fort 
Wayne Federation of Labor, in refer- 
ence to the organizip.g; of the street car 
men. 
His statement ii? as follows: 


About eighteen months ago, some of 
the street car employes ask<'d me to 
rganize them. 
This was the l-.rst in- 
timation I had that they wanted an or- 
ganization. 
Similar 
requests 
followed 
at intervals. 
Several weeks ago Gener 
al Organizer 
Flynn, of the America j 
Federation of l-abor, came here xmso- 
licited, after 
certain of the car mei 
had becan talking for m organization. 
Te later 
sent for General 
Organizer 
Shea, of the Amalgamated 
Associatio'i 
of Street 
and Electric 
Railway Em- 
ployes of America, who was here about 
two weeks, and when Organizer Flynn 
left, Oiganizer Wyatt was sent here to 
take his place. 
^None of these men did 
any real organizing Avhile here, and lefi 
the city on the advice of organized la- 
bor in Fort Wayne. 


"It was about 
this 
time that the 
company forced the 'so-called' contract 
with the men. About the same time 
the company 
discharged several men, 
and one of those' discharged was told 
that if he would tell all he knew about 
the organization of the men he would 
be put back to work. 
Others were told 
if they 
would quit talking 
organiza- 
tion tliey could return to work. 


"The 
organization 
was completed. 
For at least ten days the committee 
from the union tried to get these men 
reinstated. 
Excuse 
after 
excuse was 
made by the company, which kept these 
men out of work, vmtil they becarac 
satisfied that the company did not in- 
tend to put them back on duty. The 
general attitude of the company and 
the 'breaking in' of men at Lafayett«» 
decided the men to take the actim that 
they did. Efforts were made by repre- 
sentatives of the Fort Wayne Federa- 
tion of Labor to obtain a satisfactory 
settlement, but the company would not 
recognize these men, even though they 
had treated 
with like 
representatives 
before, when issues between the com- 
pany and linemen were involved. 


"The statement is made that old em- 
ployes of the company went to th'^ 
meeting 
Monday 
morning 
to 
vote 
against quitting work, but the restrain- 
ing order issued by Judge A. B. Ander- 
son, of the federal court, at the com- 
pany's request made it impossible to 
take a vote on any such question. Tho 
hundred and fifty men in the hall were 
plainly told after 4 o'clock last Mon- 
day morning that if they desired to' go 
to work, the door;was open, and we 
would keep no one in an^ no one out. 
Not ^a man moved.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—One of the 
interesting exhibits at the Panama-Pa- 
cific exhibition is that of the federal 
census bureau. Its most prominent fea- 
ture is the display of autonmtic tabulat- 
ing machinery, but statistical publica- 
tions, some of which are of great his- 
torical value, together with maps, charts, 
diagrams, etc., are al- attracting much 
attention. 
Commenting on this exhibit, 
the San Francisco Daily J'ournal of 
Commerce, says, in a recent issue: 


"Aside from the general 
interests 
which the exhibit of the United States 
census bureau, in the Palace of Liberal 


Arts, is arousing, is the particular inter- 
est it has for business men and man- 
ufacturers. 
Complete statistics on pop- 
ulation, agriculture, manufactures, for- 
ests, mines aiul quarries, mortality, and 
finance are shown in the various j)ubU- 
cations of the bureau, together Avith re- 
ports by state and counties and an 
alysis of the tigures sccuretl. One fea- 
ture of the c.vhibit is attracting the 
attention of foreign governments. 
This 
is the automatic tabulating machine (of 
which there are three on exhibition) 
used in the compiling of vital statistics, 
lliese machines tabulate and ])rint re- 
sults at the rate of 150,(XK) carils per 
day. They are owned and maiuifactnred 
by the government. 
Maps and charts 
showing the census iigxues for California 
are displayed, and also a series of ciiarts 
illustrating the registratioji areas, for 
death throughout the country. 
To be- 
come a registration area a state nuist 
prove that it reports at least ninety per 
cent, of its deaths. 
The present regis- 
tration area comprises about 
seventy 
per cent, of the United States. 


"The genealogical value of the census 
records is not generally 
appreciated. 
They contain a- return of the whole 
number of persons within the several 


districts of the United States iji 1790, 
and the first census, taken in the same 
year, contains the heads of families of 
twelve of the eastern 
and southern 
states, together with the members . of • 
the families, free or slave. 
Some of 
these original records for that period 
arc shown in cases.

tin, of the Washington office, is 
in 
charge of the exhibit."

The women of America may fitly do 
honor to this foremost leader in the 
cause, for Mrs, Stanton's home,' at 79 
West Forty-fifth street, New I'ork, 
was a scene of refuge for many aboli- 
tionists during the civil war, among 
the men who sought 
its 
hospitality 
and protection being Horace Greeley. 
There was a meeting at that historic 
house last Saturday. 
Another centen- 
nial celebration will take place October 
8 at Seneca Falls, N. Y., where the 
first AVoman's rights congi-ess was called 
in 1848, and where jMi's. Stanton first 
asked that "votes for women" be put 
in the platform, and Lucretia Mott held 
up her hands in horror, saying, "Lizzie, 
thee will make us ridiculous!" 


A meeting will be held on October'9 
at Johnstown, X. Y., where Mrs. Stan- 
ton was born, and October 16 there Avill 
be a meeting in New York city before 
the house 
on 
Thirty-fourth street, 
where Mrs. Stanton lived when she ran 
for congress. She did this in support of 
her contention that women had the right 
to run for oflRce and hold it if elected, 
even though witliout the,right to vote. 
She received 24 votes, 


the history of the struggle for 
A'otes Tor women begins in the east, it 
was in the west that women achieved 
their first signal successcs, and where 
they wore granted equal privileges at 
the polls. 
Co-educational 
institutions 
always have been more numerous' in 
the west than in the east, but this fall 
several states will be the battlegrounds 
for "the cause."

In order to prevent the spread of hog 
choit-ra, for example, the state makes 
strict laws atid rules and prescribes cer- 
tain preventives and safeguards as a 
conipulsorv sort, with penalties for fail- 
lU'e to comply with the laws. Why not 
compel the s])raying of orchards as well 
as the vaccinatioji of serine herds? 


Along with the serious problen» of 
marketing and selling fruits there is 
the problem of protection against evils 
arising from neglcctc<I orchards. The 
matter of compulsory action against tiie 
sc-ale and blight ought to bo. discusscd 
with a view to remedial action.

Christiania, Norway, Sept. 10.--(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated 
ft'css).— 
Something very dose to a panic is 
spreading over both Norway and Sweden 
as a result of the alarming scarcity of 
provisions and the unprecedented prices 
which are demanded for the simplest 
kind of food. 
Norway is now on the 
point of iollowing Sweden's lead in pro- 
hibiting the export of all provisions of 
which there is a present shortage, in 
order that price» may be brought down 
within reach of the poorer classes. 


The advance in prices in Norway is 
approxlmutely the same as In Sweden, 
but in some cases it has been even more 
marked. 
Herring, which is one of the 
main articles of diet among the pea-s- 
ant population, have risen from two 
cents to four and a half and five cents 
apiece, and the present price of oat- 
meal is 250 per cent, higher than it was 
before 
war. 


The meat shortage was temporarily 
relieved some time ago, as it was in 
Sweden, by the slaughter of a large 
number of cattle, which there was not 
enough grain to feed, but prices have 
now advanced again, reaching the high- 
est level ever known in Norway. It 
J a a curious paradox, however, that as 
a nation, Norway's economic and finan- 
cial condition ia better than before the 
war. Norway's tremendous exports, at 
the same „time that they have drained 
the country of its necessary provisions 
for 
home 
consumption 
and carried 
masses of people to the verge of starva- 
tion, 
have 
brought 
a 
tremendous 
amount of money into the country, en- 
abled the country to pay for all its 
import^, and left a large surplus to be 
used for industrial purposes and public 
loans.

Ahab disobeyed God and failed to| 
follo\.r up his victory over Ben-Hadad 
(cb. 20:31-34). 
Thereupon one of the 
pro|)het8 resorted to a plan whereby 
Ahab was rebuked and also received 
ft message that sent him "to his house 
heavy and displeased" (v. 43). All of 
this needs to be borne in mind when 
we study Ahab's course of action re- 
lated in this lesson.

12:15.

lihab had been king for twenty years 
;(B. C. 906?). 
Jezreel was his summer 
capital, about twenty miles northwest 
of Samaria.

Whom Naboth refuses to sell his vine-

Plijah, the servant of God, who con- 
ircnted the monarch in his newly

possession. 
Ahab was con* 
itantly^lii conflict with the purposes 
of Qcd'and with his Word. 
Naboth 
bad no right to sell his vineyard (see 
Kumbors 26:7; Lev.

Gleveland Man Does Picket 
Duty to Forward Tax 
Reforms. 


Cleveland, 
O., 
Oct. 
1.—A 
taxicdb 
stops at the curb at one of the busiest 
spots at noon in the business center of 
the city—it may be any city—and out 
step three men, one of whom carries a 
black case. 
From this case he lifts 
\',iiat might be a folding electric chair 
or some other deadly 
apparatus, but 
which develops into a nifty box-banner. 
This he hands to another of the trio, a 
big man, over six feet tall and wide 
of chest in proportion, who seta the 
pole of the banner to his shoulder and 
begins to patrol the sidewalk. 


He is David Gibson, a prominent bus- 
iness manpf Cleveland, and he is "pick- 
eting an economic monstrosity," which 
is defined in handbills passed by his 
two assistants through the dense crowd 
that is invariably attracted. 


The big man continues to pace to and 
fro during the noon hour and then the 
complicated box-banner is folded and 
put back in its case, the taxicab carries 
it and the three men away and they re- 
turn to Cleveland to repeat the per- 
formance in some other city a couple of 
weeks or so later. 


An "Economic Monstrosity." 
To Gibson and some thousands of 
other business men scattered through 
the country who co-operate with him, 
an "economic monstrosity"' is a lot that 
lias enormously increased in value by 
the growth of the commimitv and with- 
out effort of its owner and returns a 
big profit to him through gromid rent. 
In whatever city Gibson "pickets" one 
of these "monstrosities," his box banner 
calls attention to the facts of the in- 
crease of the Aalue of the site to which 
}je wishes the public's attention directed. 
It further announces that all the site- 
value of the city is a community crea- 
tion and to it should Ije shifted all the 
taxes, which, as claimed, would relieve 
buildings, personal property, business in 
general, of the tax-load and therefore 
would reduce prices and the cost of 
living. 


The 
curiosity 
exacted 
by 
Gibson 
among the crowds he collects in the 
various cities visited is expressed in 
many Avaj's and when some person, as 
is aiways the case, stops him and asks 
¡)im "what he is doing it for" he an- 
swers: 


"j-or exercise, just as other business 
mon play golf. 
<Tolf unnecessarily pro- 
longs the lives of some of our most 
undesirable citizens and I am hoping 
til is strenuou.s exercise Avill not only 
])rolong my life, but will make it eas- 
ier. for all business, incidentally, mine 
will be better when it is relieved of 
taxes. 
It's a purely selfish proposition 
on my part, you see. Head one of those 
handbills.'' And he marches on. 


Example at Akron. 
A typical demonstration was Gibson's 
un'si recent •')>ick<'t duty'' at a down- 
tdwn site in Akron. <). The mayor had 
dr( hired lie would order Gibson's arrest 
for u!);slnKting triiflic, liut when the 
IMiriiiiso of pnipiiganda for tnx reform 
WHfi exi'laiited, the mayor instead sent 
Iv.d (xdieeiiieii to escort Gibson and scc 
ili;i(. lie -.vHs not molested.

•"This site was in demand for many 
years for business purposes, but Dunn 
held it idle for the increase which you— 
the actual producers of Akron—^gave him 
for absolutely nothing. 


"Maurice 
Winters, a useful 
citizen, 
Mho put up this building, has to pay 
Dunn .$7,000 a year foe t{ic privilege of 
keeping it here and is, besides, fined, 
because he has to pa.y taxes on it— 
lined for giving men jobs who erected 
the building. 


"This game 
process of robbing the 
market basket is going on all over your 
town. 


"What is the remedy ? 
"Quit taxing people for^thrift and in- 
dustry. 
Tax the site-value of the land 
only. 
Every man. woman and child in 
any town is represented by $1,000 of 
hind-value and has to pay interest on 
it to the landlords. 


"Soak the parasites and relieve the 
A\orking man and business man." 


As Gibson Sees It. 
At his office in Cleveland, where a 
company headed by Gibson publishes 
twenty industrial magazines, he said: 
"I saw this thing, which I regard as 
to the most vital question before the 
American people, in the course of my 
years of travel and investigation as a 
writer on business and economic sub- 
jects. 


"The 
land-value of this country is 
$100,000,000,000, 
on which the whole 
people are paying yearly in interest, in 
ground rent, at 5 per cent., five billion 
dollars. 
Five per cent, of the people 
only own this land-value and enjoy the 
interest. 
Ninety-five per cent, of 
the 
people lose. 


"More, taxes amoimt to three billion 
dollars a year and 75 per cent, of the 
taxe.s are assessed on buildings and 
personal property, thus increasing the 
cost of production of goods and raising 
the cost of living. 
Matters will be 
bettered, obviously, if all the taxes were 
shifted to the land-values. 


"Furthermore, this bad business of 
land speculation would be stopped, be- 
cause men could not hold land out of 
use for a rise. They would be forced to 
let the land go for productive purpose 
in order to meet the tax. 
Therefore, 
business 
would 
be stimulated, 
there 
would be a job for every man, slum 
tenement districts would be eliminated, 
poverty and all the disease and crime in 
its train would be largely cured and all 
the people would have a fair «Iiance in 
the 'purnuit of happiness,', the Declara- 
tion of Independence guarantees.

Nearly all the undertaker.«? report that 
the number of deaths for the entire year 
is running behind that of 1914. Only one 
firm in the city did more business this 
past month than they did last year, and

in business.

the women of Torjok," begins a state- 
ment 
issued, today 
by 
the 
National 
Geographic society. 
"These 
products 
enjoyed a considerable popularity out- 
side of Russia, and they were thought 
by the women who wore them to be 
more comfortable than the Indian moc- 
casin and more 'chic' than the artistic 
creations of the French. 
The women 
of Torjok also make many other sorts 
of embroidered articles and a delicate 
variety of Russian lace, a lace descend- 
ant of the Byzantium finery genre. 


"The slippers, mostly Morocco leather 
worked witli gold thread, form the little 
city's chief 
claim to recognition 
and 
distinction. 
They are known in every 
part of Russte, and are to be seen in the 
Caucasus and in Siberia as well as in 
Moscow and Petrograd. In recent years, 
this 
Russian 
product 
began 
reaching 
the markets of other countries. 
Trav- 
elers in the Tsar's empire became ac- 
quainted with a chance pair and there- 
after their fame would be made in such 
travelers' home communities. 
The Tor- 
jok 
slippers stood 
for solid 
comfort, 
good materials and artistic perfection. 


"Several himdred women do the em- 
broidery 
work 
for 
which 
Torjok 
is 
famed, and they are much sought after 
as wives, because each of these skillful 
artists more than doubles her husband's 
income. 
The Russian mechanic who is 
hu-ky enough, to get one of the girls 
trained by the mimicipality in Torjok's 
si-hool of embroidery is removed from 
all throat of fiiture poverty. 
He 
no 
longer has to dread the day when he 
must seek out a pawnshop and pledge 
his copper samovar, 
his 
beloved tea- 
n.achine, the one indispensable 
piece of 
Russian furniture. 


"The zemstvo or town council or Tor- 
icik founded a school of embroidery some 
fifteen years 
n ^ . in order that the 
town's embroidery traditions might be 
l--^pt frpe of all artistic bhindcrs through j 
¡ill the years to come. 
Tlic school is ' 
now the central influence in the indus- 
try. 
Girls enter the school at about the 
age of 12 years, and finish the course in i 
three years.

German 
Rule 
is Making 


Many Changes in the 


Administration. 


Lodz, Poland, Sept. 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press).—Great 
changes in methods of municipal ad- 
ministration have been made here and 
generally in the occupied Polish cities 
by the German military administration. 
The occupaton found the cities existing, 
so far as communal government is con- 
cerned, under conditions much like those 
in France and Prussia 
under the so- 
called "aneien regime" of more than a 
ccntury ago. 


The so-called "citizens' committees," 
v. hich were, hi some cities, appointed by 
the retreating Russians 
to take 
the 
j-laijes of the Russian officials who had 
departed, and in other cities were ap- 
j/ointed on the initiative of the inhabi- 
tants, did good work, but were hamper- 
ed by the lack of a solid foundation on 
which to build. 
The Germans, there- 
fore, as soon as it became possible to 
do so, reorganized the whole system of 
municipal administration. 


This reorganization has been based on 
the municipal plan of Baron von Stein, 
which has for more than a century been 
the basis on which Prussian municipal- 
ities have been administered. 
The re- 
organization of the finances has been 
based on the plans of von Miquel, from 
1890 to 1901 Prussian minister of finance. 
The cities are governed by a magistracy 
and alderman, appointed from the cit- 
izens by the German authorities. 
The 
Poles, as the most numerous race, oc- 
cupy a majority of these position, but 
Jews, so far as position and capacity 
permit, have been appointed. 
German 
residents have natin allj-,- also, been giv- 
en places in proportion to their numbers 
and economic importance. 


The cities enjoy corporate 
rights— 
which were denied to them under the 
Russian rule—and ran Issue loans, ac- 
quire property, impose taxes, and in 
brief, do all things necessary to the 
]iroper development of a city.

balance to apply upon the work for 
liUG. 


Tliis is the result of two things. 
The 
iir.st is tJie reforms started when Gov- 
ernor IMarshall assumed oflice and im- 
])roved every year since as experience 
lias suggested any changes. 


The other, good result gotten was the 
appointment of practical printers and 
men of special ability to supervise and 
order tlie printing. 


A year ago the board started with un- 
finished work on hand 
amounting to 
$18,000, and $209.49 cash balance on 
hand. 
This $18,000 
has been 
taken 
care of in the year just closed. Besides 
this, the board has, during 1915, printed 
and issued nine volumes of reports of 
the Buprdme and appellate courts and 
has another on the presses. In previous 
years three reports have been issued in 
a year and four were considered won- 
derful. 


It used to be in the good old days 
that the public printing job was a great 
picnic and the first thing done when 
Governor Marshall came in was to hire 
a transfer company 
for thirty 
days 
hauling printed matter from the base- 
ment of the state house. 


At present the printing is confined to 
what is needed for judicious and proper 
uses and the fact that the men in 
charge know how to prepare and order 
the work means thousands of dollars to 
the state. 
The work is now caught up 
and a balance of $2,744.41 cash is on 
hand.

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T^tes of Nobüity for Of- 
ficials in China May 
Mean as Much. 


Pddng, Aug. 25.—(Correspondence of 
rbn Associated Press).—Ib the plan of 
Piosident Yuan Shi-kai to coníér titles 
of nobility upon government officials 
uñdthér step toward a monarchy? 


This is the question which is asked 
very generally throughout China, espec- 
ially in the liberal press. 


The thinking pubUo and the foreign 
préss are having some difficulty in recon- 
ciling the title idea >TÍth a repubhc, but 
the criticism is of a kindly, in fact of a 
rather jocular, character. 


Retrogressive titles are the sort which 
•wUl be conferred if the new plan is 
carried out. It has the approval of the 
cabinet. The senate is still to act on 
the measure, but, like most other meas- 
u r e lathered by the president and his 
official family, the scheme for conferring 
titles will doubtless pass without oppo- 
Bition. 
, - IT 


The five titles which President luan 
Bhi-kai's government will probably con- 
fer upon 'meritorious members of tha 
povernment are: Prince, duke, marquis, 
earl, viscount and baron. 
These titlel 
are all considered to be of equal rank 
with the exception that the baronctcv, 
win cease with the life of the man upon 
-whom the title is conferred, while the 
heir of a viscomit will be permitted to 
become a baron. The heir of a prince 
^^•lU become a duke. His heir in turn 
will become a marquis and so on 
through the list to the baronetcy, each 
generation inheriting a less enduring 
title. The prince's family will have a 
title for five succeeding 
generations 
while the dukedom will confer distinc 
tion upon only four subsequent genera- 
tions, and so on through the list. 


After considering the title question 
carefully the cabinet is said to have de- 
rided that titles which expired with the 
original holder Svould not be thoroughly 
Bppreciated bv officials. Tii discussing 
the cabinet action, the Peking Gar.ette 
Fays: "To escape from the horns of the 
Jilemna, it has lirpii deci.lefl by those re- 
pponsible for a measure Avlüch Btrikes 
one as rather bizarre in a republican 
legime to adopt what íp called a 'pro 
jrressional disinheritance system." " 


In commenting 
upon the proposed 
titles of nobility, the Peking Daily News 
today says: "On the face of it. the 
proposition 
is unusual, not to say 
unique, for -«vhere in any other part of 
the world has a. republic countenanced 
the conferring of titles upon its sub- 
jects? The only reply to such a query 
is that China is a unique country, glory- 
ing in a history unparalleled in its rec- 
ords, with a population greater than 
any other in the world, and with a view 
point different to practically every otli'T 
nation. 
Western standards cannot be 
adopted as criteria when Cliina and the 
Chinese are being considered. 


"It is a trite remark to say that it 
is the unexpected that alway.s happens. 
This is very true of China. 
Almost 
four years ago the world was agreeably 
surprised to witness a revolution in this 
country which Avas practically blood- 
less. Not only was tiie revolution blood- 
less, but the republic was created by 
imperial decree. This event is unique in 
the history of the world. 
Never be- 
fore was such a radical change in a 
form of government carried out under 
the blessing and goodwill of that whicli 
it displaced. 
Furthermore, the world 
has since been surprised to see that a 
staple administration has been estab- 
lished in a land where chaos and anar- 
chy prevailed. 
And still another sur- 
prise is presented in the spectacle of a 
China no longer dependent upon foreign 
countries for financial assistance in its 
administration. Therefore, in view of 
these 
unexpected 
happenings, who 
should be unprepared for other events of 
a surprising nature. To talk of heredi- 
tary titles in a republic seems paradoxi- 
cal, that is from a western point of 
view. 
But China is a land of topsy- 
turvj'dom, also, from tlie western point 
of view. So, keeping this aspect before 
us. the proposition may not seem so 
rery strange after all, althou;,'h its 
, wisdom may be questioned."

£«r.v, when ho lie-muni' tho lord of Tokay 
tin-in upon his sunny estates in Htin- 
ury. when he became the lord of Tokay 
there. This transplanting of the 'S.er- 
vinn grapes took place in the fifteenth 
century, and it is from these imported 
vines that Hungary's 
famous, 
spicy 


white wine, Tokay, came. Thus, 
the 


little Servian city is the great ancestor 
of the Magyars' best known product, 
the fiery, aromatic glass from Hungary 
which is prized by connoisseurs 
the 


world around. 


"Semendriu lies upon the Danube, ho- 


tween Belgrade and t"ie Iron Gates, 
tt 


is distant about ."ill miles southeast from 
the Servian capital. Jt- is said to stand 
upon the site of the Unman town Nona 
Aurous, and legend has it that its 
fnmniiH grape vines were planted by 
the Roman emperor Probua. Therefrom 
it may be seen that the royal wine had 
an imperial beginning, and the pcrfeet 
product of today can boast a long and 
glorious past. 
• "At one time, a powerful ' fortress 
guarded the approach to the city. 
It 


was a thick-walled, triangular structure, 
saiil to have been built in 1430, and for 
a long time it was the distinguishing 
feature of the small place and the river i 
crossing which it guarded. 
Semendria 


has been under attack several times in 
the course of its history, and one bat- 
tle of great importance took place here 
in 1411, when the Turks forced a pas- 
sage into Hungary through a Danube 
choked with the bodies of the heroic 
Magyar defenders. 


"Semendria has often been a favored 


icsidencc of the Servian ruler, and from 
1430 to 145!) it was the capital of the 
state. The town has n, picturesque set- 
ting upon the broad river, here narrow- 
ing for its passage of the Iron Gates 
.just below it. The country around it is 
broken and wooded. The population is 
about 
7.300, 
and. 
despite 
a 


thriving wine production and an ex- 
panding commerce, this population has 
remained about the same through the 
last score of years. 
The port has a 


branch line connecting it with the Bel- 
gradc-Nish railway, tho main products' 
artery in Hie country. 
Its rugged old 


triangular fortress still stands, the most 
interesting architectural feature in the 
city, and its twenty-four square towers 
nre 'sentinels of Scmcndria today as in 
Ihe days of George' Brankovich, 'father 
of Tokay wine.' who bnilt them. The 
fortress 'was built on the model of tho 
Constantinople walls."

Washington, 1). C., Oct. 1.—One of the 


interesting exhibits at the Panama-Pa- 
cific exhibition is that of the federal 
census bureau. Its most prominent fea- 
ture is the display of automatic tabulat- 
ing machinery, but statistical publica- 
tions, some of which are of great his- 
torical value, together with maps, charts 
diagrams, etc., are also attracting much 
attention. Commenting on this exhibit 
the San Francisco Daily Journal of 
Commerce, says, in a recent issue: 


"Aside from the general 
interests 


which the exhibit of the United States 
census bureau, in the Palace of Lihcra' 


Arts, is arousing, is the particular inter- 
rat it has for business men and man- 
ufacturers. Complete statistics on pop- 
ulation, agriculture, manufactures, for- 
ests, mines and quarries, mortality, and 
linance are shown iit the various publi- 
cations of the bureau, together with re- 
ports by state and counties and an 
alysis of the figures secured. One fea- 
ture of the exhibit is attracting the 
attention of foreign governments. This 
is the, automatic tubulating machine (of 
which there are three on exhibition) 
used in tho compiling of vital statistics 
These machines tabulate, and print re 
suits at the rato of lffl>,000 cards per 
day. They life owned and manufactured 
by" the government.

showing the census figures for California 
are displayed, and also a series of charts 
illustrating the registration areas for 
death throughout the country. To lie- 
come a registration area a. state mnsl 
prove that it. reports at least ninety per 
cent, of its deaths.

Alarming 
Situation Puts 


Nations in Somewhat 


of a Panic. 


Christiama, Norway, Sept. 10.—(Cor- 


respondence of Tho Associated Press).— 
Something very close to a panic is 
spreading over both Norway nnd Sweden 
as a result of the alarming scarcity of 
provisions and the unprecedented prices 
which arc demanded for the simplest 
kind' of food. Norway is now on the 
point of following Sweden's lead in pro- 
hibiting tho export of all provisions of 
which there is a present shortage, in 
order that prices may be brought down 
within reach of the poorer classes. 


The advance in prices in Norway is 


approximately the same as in Sweden 
hut in some cases it has been even more 
marked. 
Herring, which is one of the 


main articles of diet among the peas- 
ant population, have risen from two 
cents to four and a half and five cents 
apiece, and the present price of oat- 
meal is 250 per cent, higher than it was 
before the war. 


The meat shortage was temporarily 


relieved some time ago, as it was in 
Sweden, by the slaughter of a large 
number of cattle, which there was uol 
enough grain to feed, but prices have 
now advanced again, reaching the high- 
est level ever known in Norway. H 
is a curious paradox, however, that as 
a nation, Norway's economic and finan 
eial condition is better than before tho 
war.

; ieavy and displeased" ~(x 43). All o< 
this needs to;bo borne In mind •when 
| we study Ahab'B course of action re- 
lated in this lesson. Learn by heart 
the tenth commandment; alia Luke 
12:15. 


•• I. The Schemes of Men, vv. 11-16. 
Ahab had been king for twenty years 
;(B. C. 90S!). Jezreel was his summer 
'capital, about twenty miles northwest 
tot Samaria. The chlet actors in this, 
tragedy were Naboth, ft well-to-do cltl-; 
•en; 
Ahab, a petulant monarch to 


whom Naboth refuses to sell his vine- 
•yard; Jezebel, the Lady Macbeth of 
Bihab's court; elders and nobles ot 
fezroel, willing tools In the transac- 
tion; false witnesses, executioner, and 
Elijah, the servant of God, who con- 
fronted the monarch In his newly 
gained possession. 
Ahab was con- 


•tani^y In conflict with the purposes 
Of Qod and with his Word. Naboth 
bad no right to sell his vineyard (see 
Number: 36:7; Lev. 25:23; also Bzek. 
46:18) and sturdily stood out for his 
Ood-glven rights. 
These land laws 


were rigid, but at the same time wise 
and bensflcicl. Instead of yielding to 
God's law Ahab sulks like a petted 
child (v. 4) and thus again runs coun- 
ter to God's Word (seo tenth com- 
mandment). At this Juncture Jezebel, 
bis wife, appeals to his pride and 
power as the king (v. 7), and offers 
to procure the coveted possession. The 
jnethods of mankind whereby vast pos- 
leaelons are accumulated do not al- 
]Mys bear investigation; murder and 
fcaplne. broken hearts and shortened 
UveB, weakened bodies and stunted 
Children can largely be traced to the 
lln or covetousness, against which we 
Ml need to be on guard (Luke 12:15; 
Bph. S:5). Tho first sinner was covet- 
DUD (Oen. 3:6), so also were tha 
thos«n people of God (Josh. 7:21), and 
It w»s this that caused the first dis- 
sension among Christian believers 
(AcW 6:1-3). Jezebel most graciously 
favo Ahab that which belonged to 
others; how treo we all can be with 
tho property of others!

Ahab began' by breaking 


Ihe first commandment (I Kings 16:31; 
beut. 6:7) and thus laid the ground- 
irork of tho whole train of evil foi 
which he and his household and his 
reign are- famous. The elders readily 
obeyed the word of Jezebel and Anal) 


- profited thereby, but now he was to 


hoar tho Word of God and It was not 
to be so welcome. Recently we saw 
Elijah set aside, following his flight 
trom Jezebel, but he is no* entirely 
beyond use and God now r"ve him a 
pew commission, one more task In 
connection with his old opponent 
There is nothing indicating cowardice 
In Elijah's bold challenge ot Ahab and 
there Is also a suggestion of a guilty 
conscience in Ahab's 
exclamation, 


"Hast thou found me, 0 mine enemy" 
(v. 20) ? Ahab had "gone down to the 
jrlnoyard o£ Naboth." (v. 16) to enjoy 
tho pleasure of possessing his ill-got- 
ten treasure only to hear again his 
.word ot doom (ch. 20:42; 21-19). It 
was a poor exchange Ahab made 
|(Mark S:37). a throne and bis life in 
exchange for the carrying out of his 
own will and the possession of a vine- 
yard. In that exact spot where Na- 
both had 'been foully stoned the dogs 
would lick up the blood of the king. 
As is usually the case, the guilty sin- 
ner called the righteous servant of 
Ood his "enemy," yet had 
Ahab 


obeyed the Word of Jehovah as so 
frequently spoken by Elijah he would 
have discovered him to be his true 
Mid best friend, not his enemy. Ahab's 
Bin had found him out (Golden Text, 
Num. 32:23).

The big man continues to pace to and 


fro during the noon hour and then the 
complicated box-banner is folded and 
put back in its case, the taxicab carries 
it and the three men away and they re- 
turn -to Cleveland to repeat the per- 
formance in some other city a couple of 
weeks or so later. 
An "Economic Monstrosity. 


To Gibson and some thousands of 


other business men scattered through 
the country who co-operate with him, 
an "economic monstrosity" is a lot that 
has enormously increased in value by 
the growth of the community and with- 
out effort of its owner and returns a 
biz profit to him Ihrough ground rent. 
In whatever city Gibson "pickets" one 
of these "monstrosities," his box banner 
culls attention to the facts of the in- 
crease of the value of the site to which 
he wishes the public's attention directed. 
It further announces that all the site- 
value of the city is a community crea- 
tion and to it should >• shifted all the 
taxes, which, as claimed: would relwye, 
buildings, personal property, business in 
general, of the tax-load and therefore 
would reduce prices and the cost of 
living.

The 
curiosity exacted 
by 
Gibson 


among the crowds ho collects in tho 
various cities visited is expressed in 
many ways and when some person, as 
it, always the case, stops him and ftsks 
him "what he is doing it for" he an- 
swers: 
' . 


"Kor exercise, just as other business 


nirn play golf. Golf unnecessarily pro- 
longs the lives of some of our most 
undesirable citizens and I am hoping 
this strenuous exercise will not only 
prolong my life, but will make it eas- 
ier for nil business, incidentally, mm« 
will he better when it is relieved of 
taxes. It's a purely selfish proposition 
on my part, you see. Read one of those 
handbills." And he marches on. 


Example at Akron. 


1 A typical demonstration was Gibson's 
most n-cuiit "picket duty" at a down- 
tmvn site in Akron, O. The muyor had 
riwlnrril li« would order r.ibson's arrest 
fur obstructing trnflii1, but wlirn the 
mil-pone of propaganda for t»x reform 
was explained, thr mayor instead sent 
(\vo policemen to escort Gibson and sec 
Unit lie WIIH not molested.

sum. 
worth $1(1.000 ton years ago and 


now worth $1(10,000, Uunu had not im- 
proved the lot, but lately had leased it 
to n theatrical man, Maurice Winters, 
for $7,000 a year with tho proviso that 
Winters should put «p.». $40,000 build- 
ing on it, to be named the Dunn build- 
ing, and that at. the' end of 25 years 
ownership of the building should pass to 
)mm or his heirs. 


Gibson's indictment against this pro- 


ceeding was: 


"Dunn did nothing to make this in- 


crease of value of his lot of $160,000. 


"This site was in demand for many 


vcars for business purposes, but Dunn 
icld it idle for the increase which you— 
ie actual producers of Akron—gave him 


for absolutely nothing. 


"Maurice Winters, a useful 
citizen, 


who put up this-building, hag to pay 
Dunn $7,000 a year fo\- the privilege of 
keeping it here • and is, besides, fined, 
because he has to pay taxes on it— 
lined for giving men jobs who erected 
the building. 
"This same 
process of robbing the 


market basket is going on all over your 
town. 


"What is the remedy! 
"Quit taxing people for thrift and in- 


dustry. Tax the site-value of the land 
only. Every man, woman and child in 
any town is represented by $1,000 of 
land-value and has to pay interest on 
it to the landlords. 


"Soak the parasites and relieve the 


working man and business man." 


As Gibson Sees It. 


At liis office in Cleveland, where a 


company headed by Gibson publishes 
twenty industrial magazines, he said: 
' "I saw this thing, which I regard as 
to the most vital question before the 
American people, in the course of my 
years of travel and investigation as a 
writer on business and economic sub- 
jects. 


"The 
land-value of this country is 


$100,000,000,000, on which the whole 
people are paying yearly in interest, in 
ground rent, at 5 per cent., five billion 
dollars. Five per cent, of the people 
only own this land-value and enjoy the 
interest. Ninety-five per cent', of 
the 


people lose. 


"More, taxes amount to three billion 


dollars a year and 75 per cent, of the 
taxes are assessed on building!) and 
personal property, thus increasing the 
cost of production of goods and raising 
the cost of living. 
Matters will be 


bettered, obviously, if all the taxes were 
shifted to the laml-vali'os.

A profit of $275,000 on a. ship costing 


$325,000. indicates the extent of the 
present shipping boom. Even a half year 
ago vessels were selling at a premium. 
But the present boom breaks all rec- 
ords in the history of shipping. 


There have been other sales as re-^ 


markable of late. One steamer, which 
was bought for $225,000 at the begin- 
ning of the war, changed hands *t $500.- 
000. 
A Copenhagen owner who last 


January bought a 4,234 ton steamer for 
$41,600, resold her this month for $200,- 
000.
